ALIBI AT RACINE 


Witnesses Testify That He Could Not

as Charged. 


Racine, Wis., March 13—In the Cor- 
ett trial yesterday eight witnesses for 
efense testified that Corbott called at 
leir houses OD the morning of Dec. 6, 


when the shooting took place and was 
anvassing among them for crayon pic- 
ures at 10 o'clock, the time Mr. and 
MCrs.

Attorney Lukes 
for the state, endeavored to break down 
his testimony but was unable to do so. 
Frank Marshall, a reputable citizen, tes- 
tified to seeing a man answering the de 
scription of the assailant run past his 
residence on the morning of the shoot- 
ing. 


The defense will -also put on witnesses 


today who will corroborate Mr. Mar- 
shall's story and prove tho man he saw 
was the assailant and that he escaped. 


Washington, March 13—After stew- 


ing over the matter for a couple of days 
or so the republican senators have pretty 
nearly reached an agreement over the 
Porto Rican bill, which is a temporary 
triumph for Senator Foraker, although 
it is more than likely he will be cheated 
out of his victory by means of a Confer- 
ence committee, appointed with the ex- 
press purpose of knocking out his civil 
government bill. 


The latest compromise and the one 


most likely to go through the senate 
adopts all of the Foraker government 
scheme except that for a delegate in 
congress. Some thirty or forty amend- 
ments are made, but they are mostly on 
matters of phraseology. The levying of 
a duty on articles imported into the 
Island ot Porto Rico from the 
United 


States is abandoned entirely. 


The house provision of is per cent of 


the Dingley rate on the paoducts of 
Porto Rico coming into the 
United 


States is retained, with the understand- 
ing that a vote is to be allowed on a 
proposition to reduce the rate still fur- 
ther. 


Drop rtuty oo Goods for Porto Rico. 
So far as regards the tariff situation, 


the compromise proposes to drop the 
duty on goods entering Porto Rico from 
the United States. This was not from 
choice but because the 
friends of the 


tariff idea have become convinced that ' 
tax is unconstitutional. Tho argument 
made by Senator Hoar and others that 
(he collection of a duty in Porto Rico on 
American products is unquestionably a 
tnx on exports, and hence clearly" un- 
constitutionol, was freely accepted by 
senators who hold that Porto Eico wa's 
not under the constitution. 


Their theory is that as tho constitu- 


tion prevents the levying of an export 
tax on goods sent from any state the 
duty collected in Porto Rico is an ex- 
port tax"as much as if it were assessed 
when the ship left the shores of" the 
United States. 


The effect is the same whether the 


collection is made at the seaboard, on 
the high seas, or arrival at Porto Rico. 


Will Apply to Philippines 


The vast importance of this 
conten- 


tion will be seen later in the Philippines. 
If a duty collected in Manila byauthoii- 
ty of Congress is an import tax then it 
will be impossible to maintain the open 
door there in any way except by abso- 
lute free trade to all the world in the 
Philippines. Thereupon, if the extreme 
Republican view is sustained by the 
court, Congress could impose H tariff in 
the United States against the Philip- 
pines, but could not sustain a tariff in 
the isl.iods agairst this country. 


As this country by our constitution 


would hnve to be given free trade in 
Manila, free trade with the rest of the 
world would have to follow if the open 
•Joor policy is followed. This would re- 
sult in a protection country maintaining 
a free trade colony. 


It is a curious complication, but it is 


the point of view toward which lh.9 
senate is drifting, and according to cur- 
rent gossip the open door is gradually 
drifting into company with the open 
canal.

DIED IN A FIRE TRAP, 


Fifteen Victims of a Tenement 
Home 


Horror at Wen-ark. 


Newark, N. J., March 13.—Fifteen 


persons, a majority of whom were chil- 
dren, were burned to death at a tene- 
ment-house at Mori's and Fourteenth 
avenues about 5 o'clock this morning. 
Thirteen bodies were recovered from 
the ruins within three hours after tha 
flames had been extinguished.

building was a three-story frame struc- 
ture, formerly used as a church, but 
transformed 
into a 
tenement-house 


with small rooms, scarcely S by 10 feet 
in dimensions, opening 
into narrow 


hallways on both the second and third 
floors, forming a veritable 
firo-trap.

The new election law provides that al 


voting at caucuses shall be done by bal 
lot, and that caucuses shall be open an 
hour. 
The proceedure, this year, wi! 


therefore be radically ditl'erent fron 
that of the past. Under the prosen 
Jaw. all tha candidates are chosen a 
oneo—that is, the polls for alderman 
supervisor, constable, etc.. open an 
close at the same time. This makes i 
necessary to either provide (is man 
ballot boxes as there are nominations t 
be made, or use a "blanket ballot. 
jSuch a ballot cannot well be provided 
'however, as the names of candidates, i 
many instances, are not presented unt 
the caucus meets. 
It is therefore cle 


cided that the better arrangement is t 
provide more boxes, using one box fo 
the ballots tor alderman, another for tb 
ballots for supervisor, a third for cand 
dates for school gommjasioner, a fourth 
t&r Candidates for Constables, and a fifth 
for ballots for delegates. Tho ballots 
can then be written or printed ae tas 
always been the rule at caucuses, and 
the voter, as his name is checked on the 
poll list, can pl.ue his ballot in each box 
one after the other. The law is not 
specific as to the kind of box used, and, 
if preferred, a hat may be utilized. 
The 


receptacle, however, must be placed in 
plain sight of the caucus officers, and 
cannot be moved until the ballot u de- 
clared closed. 


The voting at all caucuses will begin 


at 7 o'clock p. m. and the polls will close 
at 8 o'clock p. m. 


Tho chairman of tho ward committee 


will be tho chairman of the caucus in all 
cases. At the caucuses held last spring 
the following ward chairmen were ap- 
pointed: 


First Ward--S. B. Heddles. 
Second Ward—F.H. Koebelin. 
Third Ward—J. L. Bear. 
Fourth Ward—F. M. Mar/luff. 
Fifth Ward—J. W. Scott. 
These gentlemen will therefcne be the 


chairmen of the various caucuses, but in 
their absence, a chairman may be elect- 
ed at tho snroe time that the secretary 
and tellers are choscQ, 


The oath .prescribed by law trmy be 


administered to the chairman and secro 
tary by any notary public, or justice of 
the peace, and may be sworn to orally, 
or in writing. 


The chairman and secretary of each 


ward caucus shall certify the result of 
such caucus to tho chairman of the city 
committee, who in turn will present the 
documents to the city convention when 
he calls the same to order. These cer- 
tificates thus become tho credentials of 
the various delegates to the city con- 
vention. 
After 
the 
contention, the 


chairman and secretary will certify the 
result to the city clerk, who will place 
all the names of candidates upon the 
official ballot. 


It is therefore apparent that caucus 


ofticers should take care that all details 
are looked after in order thnt there be 
no mistakes.

guttapercha, which is nothing but the 
sap from inside the bark. This whole- 
sale destruction carried on for years

But those already in tin; 


lickl are hems eagerly retained for the 
special service for which, their training 
and large experience especially tit 
them. 


A great part of the money expended 


was used in procuring delicacies t'ov 
the sick and forwarding them to the 
Philippines. 
Many lives have doubt- 


less been saved, since recovery so often 
depends on diet alone. 
Milk, which it 


is next to impossible1 to get in Manila, 
because tho. cows die of a disease 
which is very common there, had to be 
replaced by other foods. 


l-'or many months there was an av- 


erage of o.500 sick and wounded in the 
hospitals, and repeatedly as many as n 
thousand of these were under the earn 
of the committee nurses. 


Out of the entire number of nurses 


sent out only one was not a graduate 
trained nurse with large hospital train- 
ing and professional testimonials of 
highest elllclency. 
The nurses have 


entered heartily into their work and 
rendered faithful aud iutelligent'serv- 
ice. 


At the beginning of hostilities the 


•wisdoms of sending women nurses by 
the government while 11 state of war 
existeil so near Manila was doubtful, 
but the success of the nurses was 
proved by the great demand for their

services. At one time there were over 
1,JKK> sick and wounded men uutlur the 
charge of the committee nurses, and 
they are still reserved for the officers' 
wards and the most serious cases. All 
now in the tield have agreed to remain 
in the service until June 1. 1000, and 
the committee has decided to make 
every effort to keep the work up to it 
full efficiency till that date. 


The greatest euro was taken by the 


committee to properly house the nurses 
so that they would not suffer from 
their confined work and the deleterious 
effects of the climate. The best results 
have, followed, and a nurse lias been 
very rarely incapacitated by illness. 


From the time the first nurses started 


on the transport Grant they have boon 
far from idle, five hundred and fifty- 
two cases were cared for on that trip 
together with a like number on the 
other transports. 
After their arriva 


in Manila the rush was simply contin- 
uous, and until the arrival of the Sheri- 
dan they had not a moment to them 
selves between dispensing lied Cross 
supplies and 
answering 
emergency 


calls to officers' wives who were sick 
in their own homes. It was go, go, go, 
from early morning to late at night, 
with many night calls besides. 


Many letters have been received bj 


grateful officers testifying to the nobk 
work done by the self sacriticitig nurs- 
es. In an early letter, dated Sept. 2 
speaking of tin- force as a whole, Colo 
net Woodhnll wrote: "I take opportu- 
nity to say. ami I am very glad to say 
it. that the nurses supplied by yovn 
association have been of inestimable 
value. 
This has depended upon th 


good quality of the women themselves 
and upon Miss He.iisliaH's excellent 
judgment, firmness and executive abil 
Ity. When there is an opportunity fot 
civil help, as there is here. 1 cannot ex 
pect to lind it better satisfied than yoi 
and your associates have done tlmnigl 
these excellently selected and wel 
managed representatives."

The foregoing is cited to show that 


the doubt entertained by those in 
power regarding the utility of female 
nurses in the Hold lias beeu dispersed 
by the nurses themselves a ad that 
their noble self sacrifice has been the 
inspiration of much good from other 
sources and that they deserve great 
reward from a grateful government.

out effort penetrated to the remotest 
corner of the edifice, due partly to the 
distinctness of his enunciation. 
He was 


to preach on u "Threefold Kinglinoss." 
It was the old topic ot Christ as the 
great central fact of all the aged, but 
.there was a difference, an originality 
about it. It sounded new, it came at 
tho people in a new way. 


There was an explicitness about his 


ideas that drove their, home to the peo- 
ple, nothing beyond the range ot any 
listener's understanding, but nothing 
unworthy the thought of tho ablest. 


As the sermon proceeded, the sense 


of satisfaction 
with the new minister 


grew. There was a precision in his 
ideas, there was a certain elegance in 
hiis diction, not so noticeable us to de- 
tract from the 
native force ot his 


thought, his manner was easy, his 
movements few, but always appropriate 
and graceful. 
His words came fluently. 


but not too rapidly, and before it was 
over the consciousness was driven home 
that the new minister was entitled to bo 
called a pulpit orator. 
Not of tho fiorid 


type, not of the ranting, extravagant 
type, but one of those finished gentle- 
men who^make the word and action suit 
the thought, and are capable of elevated 
sentiment and picturesque illustration. 
as well as of incisive reasoning.. A man 
who can bring moisture to the eyes as 
readily, but not more readily than he 
use rapier-poicted logic.

Mr. Pence is 
a graduate of that 
institution. Dr. 


Stovenson said ot Mr. Pence that he was 
one of tho coming men of the church, 
and a leading figure in the synod of 
Wisconsin.

Ou 
this it is proposed to place a herd of 
not. less than 100 full blooded Amer- 
ican bison and care for them for a suf- 
ficient length ot time to insure the pos- 
session to tliis country of a consider- 
able number of specimens of this noble 
animal. The scientists and those mem- 
bers of congress interested in iha bill 
wrote for Jones to consult him about 
furnishing the animals to stock the res- 
ervation and then taking it in charge.

riet Grieve, who flourished In England

Charles Fox as- 


sisted, unwittingly, at spreading the 
belief, in the lady's powers and pro- 
ss'Ises, because -ho frequently drove to 
her lodgings, and left his carriage out- 
side for all the world to see. The rea- 
son "was not friendship, but interest. 
He, too, received promises. 
He was 


at the moment impecunious. The lady 
promised him a West Indian heiress, 
with $300,000. He called daily to in- 
quire after his heiress with all the 
eagerness oC a you.ua: lover. Alas! the 
heiress was never visible; 
she was 


even reported to be laid un with small- 
pox. Her visits were so useful to the 
Hon. Elizabeth that she actually lent 
him $1,500, a step 
which

•made him believe more firmly in the 
West Indian. Of course, when the ex- 
peotaiit men found that there 
was
